The first pumping plant will 
be installed at South Bay to 
serve the townsite and land be- 
tween North New River canal 
and Miami canal, according to 
the report. This report is con-

-Kgo that no pumps were to. be 
put in that area. * 

Four cár'loads of timbers and 
lumber are expected this week 
at Clewiston, to bo. transferred 
to South Bay for use jn the 
foundation for the pumping 

^; plant. 

Mr. Chambers has a crew of 
16 men and has started work at 
South Bay on the first installa- 
tion, He is reported to have 
said that the precise locations 
‘af the three other plants had 
not been indicated to him. It 
has long been understood, how- 
ever, that a pumping unit is to 
go in north of Hillsboro canal| 
near Chosen, one in the triangle 
south of Belle Glade and an- 
other eást of Clewiston between 
Miami canal and the east boùn- 
dary of Sugarland district.

For cars of certain 
nodels and ‘under certain con- 
itions a-transfer is made be- 
tween Clewiston and South Bay 
for $10, with a higher charge 
for receipt or delivery at Chosen 
and still more if à special trip 
has to be made with no freight 
except the car.
